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A closer look at Chicago’s famous street

Chicago’s got more than 4,795 of them, but only one 
mile is called “magnificent.” That stretch of North 
Michigan Avenue—which actually is just shy of a mile 
in length—from the Chicago River to Oak Street cer- 
tainly is bustling. On any given weekday, about 40,000 
pedestrians make their way up and down The Magnifi- 
cent Mile, along with 42,000 cars and trucks. The Mag 
Mile district, which extends beyond Michigan Avenue, 
is bounded by North Avenue to the north, Randolph 
Street to the south, Lake Shore Drive to the east and 
the Chicago River to the west. The area boasts more 
than 450 retail outlets, 275 restaurants and 60 hotels. 

“It’s one of the grand boulevards of the world, and it 
has been recognized as such,” said Ald. Brendan Reilly 
(42nd), whose district encompasses the Mag Mile. 
“The fact that Chicago is on the main stage with other 
global cities, Michigan Avenue is a big part of that.” 

It’s that sort of reverence that draws 20 million peo- 
ple to the Mile annually, and why the comparatively 
small stretch of Chicago roadway gets so much atten- 
tion whenever anything happens there—for good or ill. 

Since it was branded The Magnificent Mile 66 years 
ago, the street has been celebrated as a mecca for shop- 
ping and fashion, and was both fashioned after and has 
been compared to Paris’ famed Champs-Elysees shop- 
ping district. Eight of the Near North Side’s 46 his- 
torical landmarks dot the district. Throngs of people 
flocked to the street last month to see the dyeing of 
the Chicago River for St. Patrick’s Day, even with one 
of the mile’s newest restaurants boasting 360 individual 
beer taps just minutes from the festivities. 

Even the magnificent can have its blemishes, however. 

Police had to make a special effort to protect the 
Mag Mile—where many international dignitaries 
stayed—during May 2012’s protests of the NATO 
Summit. In November, as tens of thousands attended 
the annual Magnificent Mile Lights Festival, a 56-year- 
old man stabbed a man attending the celebration and 
injured a bartender at a Westin hotel. In March, 17 peo- 
ple—mostly minors —were arrested for starting fights 
and bumping pedestrians on the mile, prompting po- 
lice to more than double their presence in the area. The 
heightened patrol will continue through the spring and 
summer, according to Reilly. 

As warm weather approaches, so does the influx of 
tourists and locals alike to the strip. It’s just one mile, 
but with North Michigan Avenue under the micro- 
scope, RedEye broke down some of the numbers on 
one of the Windy City’s main streets.

Tyrell Henry had just gotten off the bus and 
was walking to his high school Wednesday 
when he got a quick glimpse of a pit bull sec- 
onds before it jumped on him. 

“When it first bit me, when I was on the 
ground, I started kicking it,” said the 16-year- 
old sophomore at Urban Prep Academy. 
“Then I hit it with my book bag.” 

The dog was still coming after the boy when 


a police sergeant showed up and shouted at it, 
then fired a shot. The pit bull ran toward the 
sergeant and he fired again, killing it. 

“Thank God for that officer,” Henry later 
told police. “That dog would have killed me.” 

The teen suffered puncture wounds to his 
right leg and foot and received 19 stitches at 
St. Bernard Hospital and Health Care Center, 
just around the corner from where the attack 
occurred in Englewood.

Stem cells made 
through cloning 


After more than 15 years of failures by scien- 
tists around the world and one outright fraucl, 
biologists have created human stem cells by 
the same technique that produced Dolly the 
cloned sheep in 1996: They transplanted ge- 
netic material from an adult cell into an egg 
whose own DNA had been removed. 

The result is a harvest of human embryonic 
stem cells, the seemingly magic cells capalile 
of morphing into any of the 200-plus kinrls 
that make up a person. 

The feat, reported Wednesday in the jour 
nal Cell, could re-ignite the field of stem-cell 
medicine, which has been hobbled by techni- 
cal challenges as well as ethical issues. 

Until now, the most natural sources of hu- 
man stem cells have been human embryus, 
whose use in research poses ethical quandz- 
ries.

MIAMI In the end, a different kind of pain pre- 
vailed.

The most gimmicky 
it ewer feels is a spoken-word monologue 
ake fincling love in a falafel shop, and even 
tlkat works. People previously bothered by 
Varnpire Weekend probably will like this 
allsurn letter—if the group’s preciousness/ 
cleverness is what got on their nerves before. 

The allsum is at its best when it hovers 
with presision on the edge of moments of 
ininer Collapse, as in the pairing of Ezra 
Koenig's keening, encouraging chorus with 
restrained piano and drums on opener 
“C¥bvious Ticycle,” or in the old school 
rock ‘1 roll comp “Diane Young” (a more 
upbeat spelling of the song’s actual hero, 
“dyin’ young”). The frayed, Paul Simonesque 
“Everlasting Arms” is simultaneously fright- 
ened, wistful and comforting. “Hannah 
Hunt,” the album’s biggest highlight, slowly 
disintegrates from a carefully composed, 
minimalist road trip ballad into blown-out 
vocals and a crisis of faith. 

Occasionally, as on “Don’t Lie” and 
“Hudson,” the careful balance drifts too far 
into jarring discomfort, but mostly “Modern 
Vampires of the City” offers a meticulously 
assembled picture of the world that charac- 
ters in past Vampire Weekend songs were 
only too happy to ignore. As a result, the 
album escapes much of the cute lampooning 
that once defined the band and, in its uncer- 
tainties, is much more knowing than those 
precocious characters ever were.

Google gets streaming

Google is taking on music-streaming services 
like Pandora, Spotify and Rdio with its own 
music subscription service called Google Play 
Music All Access. 

With the new service, announced at its an- 
nual developers’ conference in San Francisco, 
Google has adopted the streaming music 
business model ahead of rival Apple, which pi- 
oneered online music purchases with iTunes. 

Google’s “All Access” service lets users cus- 
tomize song selections from 22 genres, rang- 
ing from jazz to indie music, stream individ- 
ual playlists, or listen to a curated, radio-like 
stream that can be tweaked. All Access will 
combine the millions of songs in the Google 
library with users’ own music collections, 
which can be uploaded to Google Play. The 
service will work on the Web and on mobile 
devices. 

A “Listen Now” feature uses Google’s ana- 
lytics powers to pick out tunes and artists it 
thinks a listener will enjoy. It looks at some- 
one’s past listening habits and, over time, fig- 
ures out what he or she likes and what he or 
she probably will skip. The “Listen Now” view 
shows a grid of music stations as well as albums. 


There also is a human component to the 
new service: Google has music editors curat- 
ing the songs in distinct radio stations. 

The new Google service offers more con- 
trol than some of its rivals. Unlike Pandora, 
for example, you can see a list of songs com- 
ing up on a station and delete in advance any 
songs you don’t want to hear. 

“It’s as laid-back as you want to or as inter- 
active as you want it to be,” said Chris Yerga, 
Google’s engineering director for Android. 

Yerga said discovering music online has 
become “more like work” than it was in the 
golden days of digging through stacks of vinyl 
in a record store. 

At $9.99 amonth, Google’s music service is 
costlier than the $3.99 required for Pandora, 
but on par with Spotify. Users will get a one- 
month free trial period, but unlike Spotify or 
Pandora, there is no free version. 

At the conference, Google also unveiled 
improvements to other services, including 
new mapping features and a voice-activated 
search. The focus was on giving more options 
to users of mobile devices using its Android 
operating system.

A cure for shaky 
camera work

for iPhone 4/5 and GoPro

What it is: a lightweight hand-held 
camera-stabilization device that allows 
users to create smooth, stable videos 
while on the move with their iPhone 
or a GoPro. The Steadicam Smoothee 
is a looping metal frame with stabilizing 
weights and a built-in camera mount. 
Different models come with a case for 
iPhone 4/4S, iPhone 5 or the GoPro. 
Cases feature a quick-release removable 
camera mount that fits in the Smooth- 
ee’s camera mount along with most 
tripods. The Smoothee is 2 1/2 inches 
deep, 8 inches wide and 14 1/2 inches 
long. According to my luggage scale, it 
weighs slightly more than a pound. The 
easy-grip handle folds up for portability. 


The Smoothee also comes with a belt 
clip. 


The good: It’s easy to use out of the box 
and makes pans from left to right or 
up and down smooth and shake-free. 
Initially we struggled to get the coun- 
terbalance adjusted, but once we had 
the Smoothee tuned for the thumb and 
index finger, shooting video was easy. 
On a hike in Utah, we carried it over the 
shoulder for easy access. It also has a bit 
of a “wow” factor if you like to impress 
people with your gadgets. 


The bad: It’s awkward to pack, so we 
sometimes leave it behind. We wish the 
Smoothee could fold in half to make it 
more compact, but that might diminish 
its perfect balance.
